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UPPOSE some Sunday morning all the Bibles in 
S your church and community were suddenly in the 
‘Korean language. How long would your church last? 
Boys and girls in Sunday school would hear about the 
Bible in English but would not be able to read it. 
Your pastor might be able to learn to read Korean 
so he could preach to you from the Bible, but as a 
Protestant you would want to read and study the 
Bible yourself. 

This is exactly the condition of many churches in 
the world. Some do not have any Scriptures at all in 
the language of the people. In others the supply is 
terribly inadequate, and Bibles and Testaments can 
be translated, published and distributed only with 
our help. 

Many of these people have heard that in the 
United States the churchpeople all have Bibles and 
are able to buy more as they are needed. Some are 
asking why the churches send missionaries and fra- 
ternal workers to tell them of Christ, to care for their 
orphans, heal their sick and feed their hungry, but 
do not speed up the sending of Bibles. 

One of the great tragedies of Christendom is that 
at least half of the local churches in the United States 
are doing absolutely nothing to help supply Bibles 
for people in other lands. In some cases there is a 
denominational gift of funds contributed from every 


church, but the people have no awareness of sharing 
the Bible.

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The Methods We Use =| 


His zs the last of three articles based on Secretary Holm- 
cL gren's address at the All-Asia Regional Conference 
of the United Bible Societies in Singapore, June 2. In the 
first article he discussed *“‘ The World We Serve’’ (September 
Record), and in the second he pointed up ‘‘ The Mission We 
Have’ (October Record). What follows is a challenging 
analysis of some of the methods we use in fulfilling the 
Society's global obligation. 


Much has been said about the need for improved 
methods of doing our work. This is a sign of health 
and hope. We must always keep our patterns flexible 
and resilient, so that the Spirit of God may easily 
and quickly reveal His will to us for these changing 
times. Arnold Toynbee warns against the “‘intracta- 
bility of institutions,” their tendency to develop rigid 
structures which are unable to keep up with events. 
Professor Walton H. Hamilton (in an article in The 
Social Sciences, Vol. IV, p. 84) describes the way an 
institution usually creates its own vested interests: 
“Various groups become interested in its structures 
and offices, its procedures, emoluments, and_ its 
ceremonials. A host of officials, great and small, come 
into being who are solicitous about the maintenance 
of the establishment to which they are committed. 
They possess preferences and prejudices, are not im- 
mune to considerations of prestige and place and are 
able to rationalize their own interests.” It is easy for 
such institutions, no matter how noble the purpose 
for which they were created, to give more importance 
to outward form than to the ideals which originally 
inspired them and thus arrive at a state in which 
“ceremonial replaces purposeful action.” The very 
able Japanese theologian Joseph H. Kitagawa has 
stated it thus: ‘‘The vision which resulted in the 
formation of the missionary societies was the strength 
of Protestantism; the unwitting sanctification of the 
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structure and program of the missionary societies may 
be the downfall of the missionary movement” (Re! 
ligion in Life, fourth quarter, 1958, p. 339). | 

All of this is a plea that we continually go afresk 
to the Scriptures to find what God’s Spirit is saying 
to us about our present duty. This may easily mean 
that we will, in obedience to Him, make changes it 
the patterns of work which have come to us fron} 
our immediate predecessors. There is no intended 
criticism in this of their faithfulness. They weré 
serving a different age which demanded differen? 
methods which they faithfully employed. But ‘time 
makes ancient good uncouth.” We have now to seek 
God’s will for our own historical situation, as our 
fathers did theirs; like them, let us not shrink from 
our plain duty. What is this duty in the matter of 
distribution? 

A quick look at the combined circulation figures 
of all Bible Societies for the past several years will 
show that, while the earth’s population has increased 
sharply and literacy has mounted remarkably (during 
the last five years, for example), our global distribu+ 
tion has remained roughly the same. There are @ 
score of queries to provoke discussion on ways in 
which we might improve our distribution methods: 
but let us limit ourselves to only two: ) 


The Silent Witness | 


Much has been said about the need for increas: 
ing and upgrading our staff of professional colpor- 
teurs. It can only be hoped that the response tc 
this suggestion will be both swift and widespread: 
The colporteur’s chief duty is to offer the Scriptures 
to men and women in regions where the Church 
has not yet been planted or, where planted, is still 
unable fully to perform its mission. In so doing, he

often bears the only witness to the Gospel. which 


literally thousands of non-Christians ever receive. 
Our first query is, “Have we fulfilled our duty by 


these people if, being refused, the colporteur leaves 


them without some Portion of Scripture, however 
small?”? Is it not possible that we should provide 
small, expendable Portions (the Sermon on the 


Mount, the Christmas Story, the Easter Story, the 


Parables, etc.), which could be left with every man 
with whom the colporteur makes a personal en- 


counter as a kind of silent, continuing witness to the 
Gospel? There is a plan afoot in some of the countries 
of Latin America to use these small Portions as sam- 
ples also—‘‘muestras”—to be left with each house-

holder on the colporteur’s first visit (a not uncom- 


‘mon practice in the Americas). This introduces many 
new or indifferent readers to the nature of the Scrip- 


tures and often creates in them a desire to know 


more. When the colporteur returns on his second 


visit, he then offers for sale the larger Portions, the 
New Testament or the entire Bible. To be sure, this 


“is a kind of free distribution, but it is vastly different 


from the indiscriminate broadcast of books prac- 


_ticed by some groups. 


The People of God 


Part of the new light which has been shed on our 


_ task in these latter days is that Church and Mission 
belong indissolubly together. This certainly means, 


‘in part, that the Church’s mission cannot depend en- 
_ tirely—nor even primarily—on large bodies of paid 
professionals working for highly developed organiza- 
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A Portion of Scripture left by a colporteur becomes a 
kind of silent witness to the Gospel and often creates 


in the recipient a desire to know more. 
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tions. Until and unless we find some means to recruit 
the laymen of the world—the ‘laos Theou’’—to 
undertake the purposeful evangelistic distribution of 
the Scripture to their friends and neighbors, we shall 
not have fulfilled our task. My second query then is, 
“How can we recruit from the Churches an army of 
anonymous non-professional Christians—laborers, 
merchants, farmers, coolies, even hawkers—who will 
set out upon a vast campaign of Scripture distribu- 
tion to their non-Christian fellow countrymen? 
Some efforts have been made in this direction in 
Latin America, where a training school for distribu- 
tion promoters has been established whose graduates 
are already at work in four countries, systematically 
organizing and training Christian laymen in cities 
and towns for distribution campaigns. Significantly, 
it is being seen that as the Latin American church- 
men discharge their missionary responsibility through 
Scripture distribution, their understanding of and 
devotion to the Church has deepened. This has al- 
ways been the correct order, rather than the reverse. 

Secretary Angel ‘Taglucop of the Philippines 
tells of participating in a Sunday service in a small 
mountain church in which twenty-three adults and 
young people had confessed their faith in Christ in 
baptism. As the congregation was leaving the church, 
Mr. ‘Taglucop congratulated the minister, ‘“‘You 
must be exceedingly happy to have so many new 
believers enter the fellowship of your church today.” 

‘““Of course I am,” was his response; ‘‘but,’ he 
added, ‘‘I’m not the person most responsible for this 
group being ready for membership in our church 
today. Seventeen of the people have come because 
one man visited their homes and prepared them for 
membership through prayer and Bible study. He’s 
sitting back there on the last bench.” 

Mr. Taglucop went back to talk with this remark- 
able steward of the Gospel. He immediately noticed 
that one of his legs was several times normal size, and 
he asked the man how he could possibly have visited 
seventeen of these people whose homes were all in 
the steep mountains of the region. ‘“‘How can you 
manage with that leg?”’ he inquired. 

“God gives me the strength to drag it along,” 
man replied. 

“But I hid in these mountains during the war,” 
said Mr. Taglucop, ‘“‘and I know how steep the 
trails are.’ —‘‘Then you know how God provides us 
with roots and saplings to pull ourselves along.” 

Mr. Taglucop then advised the man to go to a 
hospital and have his leg treated before it was too 
late, though it might take several months. 

“There is no time,’’ said the man. “You see, there 
are seven more families in the mountains to whom I 
must first bring the Gospel.” He died one day soon 
thereafter, on his way up a hill to one of those homes. 

Surely, nothing short of that kind of devotion will 
be sufficient, if we are to fulfill our global obligation in 
the Gospel.

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September Meeting of the Board 


A meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society was held at the 
Bible House on Thursday, September 10, 
1959 at 3:30 p.m., President Daniel Burke, 
LL.D., in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rey. Dr. Robert C. Dentan. The Board 
had learned with deep regret of the death 
of Mrs. Stephen L. Angell, a member of the 
Board of Managers, and the following Me- 
morial Minute was adopted by a rising 
vote: 


Mrs. STEPHEN L. ANGELL 


With memories of a warm-hearted and 
gracious lady, the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society records with 
sorrow the death of Mrs. Stephen L. 
(Alice A.) Angell on August 7, 1959 in 
her seventy-sixth year. 

Trained as a teacher and imbued with 
the Christian spirit and principles of the 
Society of Friends, she taught in or 
worked for educational projects for the 
underprivileged for many years. She 
served as a member of such bodies as the 
Indian Committee and the Prison Com- 
mittee of the New York Yearly Meeting 
and held many chairmanships of similar 
groups. She had been a chairman of the 
Overseers in the religious Society of 
Friends, president of the Scarsdale Inter- 
church Council of Women and of the 
local Parent-Teachers’ Association. 

Mrs. Angell became a member of the 
Board in April 1944 and was assigned to 
the Committee on National Distribution, 
to which she gave much attention, as well 
as to the Society’s Work for the Blind. 
Her deep interest, warm enthusiasm and 
Christian devotion were a reinforcement 
to the staff and Board, which extend to 
her family deep sympathy in their loss. 


It was reported that the Bible Society 
had sent on August 12 a new shipment of 
Russian Bibles, New Testaments in the 
Slovak language, Greek New Testaments 
for theological students, Scripture Portions 
in Russian, English Bibles and copies of the 
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Illustrated New Testament to the American 
National Exposition in Moscow. 

Reports from Peru revealed the enthusi- 
astic reception of the new edition of the 
Quechua New Testament, which has also 
the Spanish text, special celebrations being 
organized in three centers, where copies 
were presented immediately upon arrival 
of the books. 

A total circulation of 225,852 volumes of 
the Scriptures in Japan during the month 
of June was reported. 

Good news from the Philippines included 
that of a service of dedication of the new 
Hiligaynon Bible, which was held in 
Iloilo on August 3. In describing the oc- 
casion Secretary Taglucop wrote: “There 
was great rejoicing. It came like manna 
from heaven.”
